RANDY K. HAYNIE 

Randy K. Haynie has been a numismatist for over 30 years. The hobby first began for Haynie when, as an eight-year-old Cub Scout, he 
was required to maintain a collection of some sort. His parents gave him a Whitman Lincoln penny holder, and he began collecting Lincoln 
pennies. He then started attending coin shows and soon became interested in paper money. Around 1975, Haynie began collecting currency 
in earnest, concentrating at first on obtaining U.S. Fractionals, both specimens and regular issues. He gradually got interested in large-size, 
followed by small-size U.S. notes. His attention turned next to continental and colonial currency, the former of which he collected almost 
the entire issue. His outstanding collection in each of these areas is presented in its entirety in the pages that follow. 

In 1985 Haynie began to focus on building an unprecedented collection of Louisiana obsolete currency. Today, this collection now has 
more than 1,000 obsolete notes and proofs within it, making it the largest and most complete collection of Louisiana material extant. 
Haynie’s collection of Louisiana obsolete currency includes unique stale, parish, municipal, merchant and bank notes, all of which date to 
the 1800s. His particular store of parish currency is comprised of notes from all of the 42 pre-Civil War parishes known to have issued 
scrip, and his possession of the only existing note issued by the parish of Madison makes this particular assemblage the most comprehen¬ 
sive of any in the state. Likewise, his Louisiana bank note collection includes specimens and proofs from every bank chartered in the state. 

Although he focuses his attention mainly on the collection of currency, Haynie tends to be an avid collector of things associated with 
Louisiana in general. In addition to collecting currency, he has acquired some 200 lottery tickets and documents dating from 1877 that were 
issued by the first Louisiana Lottery Company. Interest in the lottery has led him to gather numerous handbills and advertisements that 
promoted the original lottery. Apart from this, Haynie has also begun collecting photos of Louisiana governors and documents that relate to 
their terms of office. He has acquired numerous early maps of Louisiana and has a remarkable collection of paintings by well-known 
Louisiana artists. 

Haynie is the owner and president of Haynie & Associates, a government relations firm with offices in Baton Rouge and Lafayette, 
Louisiana. It is in his Baton Rouge office at Long-View, the former home of one of Louisiana’s most colorful governors, Earl K. Long, 
where Haynie showcases his Louisiana collections.

3. Furnish information and knowledge from experts in 
various fields, particularly through the Society’s Paper 
Money Magazine. 

4. Encourage research and publication about paper money. 

5. Promote interest in the hobby of numismatics. 

6. Encourage educational exhibits about paper money. 

7. Promote education about current market valuations. 


MAGAZINE 

The Society’s magazine, PAPER MONEY, is published six 
times a year and is sent to all members. It contains informative 
articles about various paper money collecting interests and 
lists new members and their collecting specialties. 

BOOKS 

The Society maintains an active book publication program 
on the obsolete currency of various states. 

MEETINGS 

The Society is affiliated with the American Numismatic 
Association and conducts a regional meeting at their annual 
convention. The Society holds meetings at other regional 
events and cosponsors a number of major paper money 
conventions each year.
